Candidates 
file for

Filing deadlines for non-partisan 
elections — including city councils and 
commissions and school boards — is 
Aug. 12 at 4 p.m., according to Henry 
County Clerk Juanita Lashley. 

These elections in which candidates 
do not declare party affiliation will join 
county, state and national contests for 
the Nov. 4 general election. 

“We have a few signed up already,” 
she said on July 22. “It will be every 
city and school boards so there should 
be quite a few.”

Lucas steps 
down from 
SRO position

Five firefighters were hurt 
and three families displaced 
after a fire ripped through 
downtown Eminence early 
Sunday morning, but all direct¬ 
ly involved consider themselves 
lucky. 

“The potential was there for 
it to be much, much worse,” 
said Eminence Fire Chief Gary 
Lucas. 

While patrolling the down¬ 
town area shortly after mid¬ 
night, an Eminence police 
officer spotted smoke near the 
5000 block of South Main 
Street. He called Kentucky 
State Police to dispatch 
Eminence Fire Department. 

As soon as the call went out, 
Lucas was in communication 
with the officer, learning all he 
could even before he got on 
the scene. 

“We have the luxury of hav¬ 
ing a great working relationship 
with the police department,” 
Lucas said. “I got on the radio 
and he told me exactly what he 


was seeing. We’ve talked about 
this block in terms of what if. 

We have a plan. I knew where 
to park every truck before I 
even got there.” 

Lucas immediately called for 
support from other depart¬ 
ments in the county to fight 
the fire that started in an 
upstairs apartment bedroom 
over what used to be Ann’s 
Rut c n Kurl. Initially Lucas was 
fearful the tenant might be in 
danger and require a rescue, 
but it was soon discovered that 
no one was inside the build¬ 
ing. There were people in the 
building next door, in apart¬ 
ments over the recently opened 
Johnson Flooring Company. 

Everyone was evacuated with 
no injuries. 

“That’s always the first 
priority,” Lucas said. “Get 
everybody out. Then I have to 
worry about my people, keep¬ 
ing my people safe.” 

Lucas assumed command of 

the scene managing between MELISSA BLANKENSHIP/LOCAL 

50 and 75 firefighters. He

Mike Lucas enjoyed his job as 
school resource officer for Henry 
County High so much, he resisted his 
previous idea to run for sheriff. 

“You know, my goal was always to 
be sheriff of Henry County one day,” 
Lucas said. 

The logical time to seek the elected 
office would have been when Sheriff 
Bobby Downey retired, but Lucas 
found he couldn’t tear himself away 
from the school. 

“I made my decision to stay where 
I was,” he explained. “I loved what I 
was doing and I knew if I was sheriff, 

I wouldn’t be able to do the school 
resource officer position.” 

Hired by Sheriff Ray Powell, Lucas 
feels after 30 years with the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Department, includ¬ 
ing his 14 years as the school resource 
officer, it’s time to go. 

“I’ve had the luxury of being able to 
do everything a police officer does and 
then some,” he said. “I’ve worked the 
streets and been involved with people 
of the county here that I’ve known all

giving the students more per¬ 
sonalized learning opportuni¬ 
ties, and as Berry prepared for 
the opening Friday, he called 
the Ugandan effort the num¬ 
ber one student-led project. 

The Unlock Initiative arose 
as a chance for K-12 students 
to partner with a Ugandan 
community on a design to 
improve life in the African 
country, he said. Students 


have been studying needs and 
issues in Uganda for a while 
now, and the project will take 
those studies to the next level. 

“Our board is tentatively 
going to give the students 
a retired school bus and let 
them retrofit that bus ... to 
help sustain an income for the 
community that it’s going to, 
and the students are going to 
decide this,” the superinten

requested support 
from Shelby County 
Fire Department, who 
brought two ladder 
trucks to the scene that 
could attack the flames 
from above the roofline. 

As the fire burned, it 
traveled to the building 
next door, creeping into 
the attic. At one point, 
smoke and gases built up 
inside the building, lead¬ 
ing to a blow out. 

“We call it a smoke 
explosion,” Lucas said. 

“It blew out the windows 
and some bricks on the 
alley side of the build¬ 
ing.” 

Three firefighters suf¬ 
fered minor injuries 
when the explosion blew 
them off a ladder leaned 
against the building. The 
most serious injury was a 
cut on the arm. 

All three were treated 
at the scene. 

Firefighters battled 
the fire for hours, finally 
gaining the upper hand 
early the following morn¬ 
ing. 

When the sun came 
up, it was apparent the 
two buildings were a 
total loss. 

“They’re both struc¬ 
turally damaged,” Lucas 
said. “They’ll have to 
come down.” 

That means two busi¬ 
nesses and five apart¬ 
ments in historical build¬ 
ings will be gone, along 
with all the belongings 
and property inside. 

The American Red 
Cross found temporary 
housing for the three 
displaced families and 
helped replace medica¬ 
tions for one individual. 

Chad Johnson of 
Johnson Flooring 


Company recently cel¬ 
ebrated a grand opening. 

“We had just got¬ 
ten everything finished 
- replaced the floor, 
painted, all our dis¬ 
plays,” Johnson said. 
“Everything is ruined.” 

Although the fire was 
relatively contained to 
the upstairs portion of his 
building, the first floor 
business suffered heavy 
smoke and fire damage, 
and a large section of 
ceiling caved in. 

“It could have been so 
much worse. I’m just so 
glad no one was seriously 
hurt,” Johnson said. 

“I stayed and watched 
all night long. There 
were over 50 firefighters 
working all night long, 
putting themselves in 
danger. They did a great 
job, and I really appreci¬ 
ate that.” 

Johnson has already 
rented another store¬ 
front in town and will set 
about starting over. Most 
of his tools and inven¬ 
tory were not kept at the 
building on South Main, 
and he was back on a job 
Monday morning. He’ll 
have to re-order thou¬ 
sands of dollars of dis¬ 
plays and samples and get 
another storefront ready 
to house his business, but 
he remains hopeful and 
optimistic. 

“I’m still in business. 
I’m working today,” 
Johnson said. “Give me 
about a week or two and 
I’ll be ready for another 
grand opening.” 

There were a few other 
casualties of the fire, but 
none too serious. 

The business on the 
other side of the red 
apartment building, 
Eminence Cleaners, suf¬ 
fered smoke and water 
damage, but no fire or 
structural damage. The 
business remains closed 


pending cleanup. 

While providing traf¬ 
fic control for the fire, 
an Eminence Police 
Department vehicle was 
struck by a car. The 
driver, who according 
to police was unable to 
perform any field sobriety 
tests, was arrested for 
DUI because he was so 
intoxicated. The officer 
was not hurt. 

While Lucas and a 
KSP arson investigator 
were inside the build¬ 
ing Sunday afternoon 
to begin the process of 
determining the cause of 
the fire, Lucas suspected 
a rekindle. Firefighters 
were called back to the 
scene at about 1 p.m. to 
check for hot spots. At 
that time, a fourth fire¬ 
fighter was injured when 
he stepped on a nail. 

He was treated at the 
scene. A fifth firefighter 
was injured when he fell 
through the floor. He 
was transported to the 
hospital, where he was 
checked out, treated and 
released. 

And Main Street will 
be forever changed. 

“We are very lucky, 
very blessed,” Lucas 
said. “The potential 
was there for the fire to 
go the other way. I’m 
pleased that we con¬ 
tained it as well as we 
did. Everything fell into 
place.” 

The state fire marshal 
will make the official 
determination as to the 
soundness of the struc¬ 
tures and whether they 
must be demolished, 
but Lucas believes both 
buildings are still in dan¬ 
ger of collapse. 

A safety fence will be 
constructed around the 
buildings until the fire 
marshal’s ruling. 

The cause of the fire is 
still under investigation.

my life — being able to 
help them through dif¬ 
ferent things.” 

As a school resource 
officer, the affable Lucas 
was able to bring a per¬ 
sonal touch to helping 
students, parents and 
staff 

When a grant became 
available to create the law 
enforcement position at 
the high school, Lucas 
became Sheriff Downey’s 
choice for school 
resource officer. 

“He talked me into 
trying this and no one 
— not even he — knew 
what the job really 
entailed,” Lucas recalled. 
“So, between myself and 
school staff, we just kind 
of created it where I was 
comfortable.” 

One thing became 
clear pretty quickly about 
the school resource offi¬ 
cer position — Lucas 
had to reach out to the 
students and get them 
to leave their prejudices 
about law enforcement 
personnel behind. 

“The old cliche was 
that parents would tell 
kids, ‘You don’t talk to a 
cop,”’ he remembered. 
“It made officers look 
bad. It took a lot to 
build the rapport.” 

Once the ice got bro¬ 
ken, though, the stu¬ 
dents warmed to Lucas. 

“You actually just had 
to make kids talk to you, 
be nice to them, ask 
questions like how their 
day was and make them 
feel important, which 
they are.” 

Without going into 
detail, Lucas said he 
enjoyed being able to 
help kids work through 
their problems and make 
himself available to hear 
concerns from adults and 
give advice. 

Students, when Lucas 
would talk to classes, 
loved hearing about the 
real-life experiences of 
a police officer, he said. 
Questions like have you 
ever shot or tazed any 
one came up regularly, 


and Lucas would tell 
them he’s fortunate 
enough that nothing like 
that ever happened in his 
career. 

Proof the students 
had accepted the school 
resource officer comes 
from the times students 
asked him to take part in 
their skits, class projects 
and videos. Lucas recent¬ 
ly ran across a picture of 
him simulating putting 
a student in handcuffs, 
which was used as a hook 
for a poster in a reading 
campaign. 

In terms of projects 
Lucas got involved in, 
he’s proud of Project 
Graduation, the lock-in 
designed to ensure grad¬ 
uates would celebrate 
safely at the end of their 
high school career. Lucas 
started participating in 
that before he became 
the resource officer back 
in 1988 with other police 
agencies, but he took it 
all on himself after taking 
the job in the school. 

Lucas also took steps 
to fight bullying and the 
cyber-bullying that arose 
with the Internet Age. 

“I was able to do a 
lot of mediation with 
that and solve a lot of 
issues,” Lucas said. “Just 
treat people the way you 
want to be treated,” was 
the point he would get 
across to those in the 
mediations. 

“My opinion the rea¬ 
son why the bullying is 
so bad now is that kids 
have so much stress in 
their lives we never had 
to worry about when we 
were kids.” 

He considers the fact 
that oftentimes both par¬ 
ents have to hold down 
jobs contributes to the 
stresses. 

“It’s hard for kids to 
get the love from parents 
that they need because 
of the economy and the 
time that everybody has 
to work,” Lucas said. 

As he looks back, 

Lucas said he feels good 
about what he’s done at 
the school when he gets 
positive feedback from 
former students. 

“One of the things 
that has made my job so 


much easier is just the 
simple thanks you get 
when you do something 
for people,” he said. “It 
makes you feel good to 
walk through a store and 
somebody walks up to 
you and introduces you 
to his wife and kids and 
says, c This is the guy who 
kept me out of trouble 
while I was in school,”’ 
he shared. 

It will be hard for him 
to leave the high school 


this year, when his retire¬ 
ment becomes effective 
Aug. 1, Lucas admits. 

But then again, he adds, 
it would be difficult at 
any time. 

“It’s been great for me 
— I hate to leave them,” 
he summarized. “I’m just 
ready for retirement.” 

“Mike Lucas has been 
an integral part of the 
Henry County Public 
Schools for the past 
14 years,” said Henry 


County Public Schools 
Superintendent Tim 
Abrams. “He has been 
instrumental in imple¬ 
mentation of many of the 
district’s safety protocols. 
The relationships he has 
forged with students, 
staff, and the community 
are immeasurable and 
will be missed. Mike has 
set the bar high for the 
next School Resource 
Officer.” 

Sheriff Danny Cravens 
found Lucas’ time as 
school resources officer 
as beneficial to both 
the school and the law 
enforcement communi¬ 
ties. 

“His experience and 
his rapport with the 
students was just unbe¬ 
lievable. They trusted 
him. They talked to 
him,” Cravens said. “As 
a result he was able to 
provide information to 
prevent violence and 
resolve problems. He’ll 
be missed and very, very 
hard to replace. He’s had 
a lot of responsibilities 
— he adapted to it as it 
evolved.” 

Law enforcement and 
school administrators 


plan a careful review of 
the policies that apply to 
the school resource offi¬ 
cer position with some 
fine tuning of the pro¬ 
gram in mind, Cravens 
said. Duties, qualifica¬ 
tions and parameters 
of the program will be 
outlined before they start 
accepting applications to 
fill the position. 

Interviews will be car¬ 
ried out by a panel of law 
enforcement and school 
personnel, he said. 

“It’s going to be dif¬ 
ficult because you can’t 
take just anyone to fill 
that position,” the sheriff 
said. “There’s going to 
be pretty big shoes to 
fill.” 

After all, the school 
resource officer is part 
law enforcement, but 
also social worker, coun¬ 
selor, educator, parental 
figure and more, Cravens 
said.

After receiving her 
dentistry degree from the 
University of Kentucky 
and spending a year 
residency at University 
of Louisville, Morgan 
Menard came back to 
join a dentist office close 
to home at Dr. David 
Embry’s practice in 
Campbellsburg. 

Born and raised in 
Oldham County and 
a graduate of Oldham 
County High School, 
Menard felt the oppor¬ 
tunity to work in 
Campbellsburg was a 
good fit.

dent said. It will be up 
to the students whether 
they want to turn the bus 
into a mobile classroom, 
aquaculture effort that 
raises fish or a unit that 
grows fruits and veg¬ 
etables with hydroponics 
or something else, Berry 
said. “It will be neat 
what form that takes.” 

Students will also have 
to make the determina¬ 
tion of how best to set 
the end product up in 
Uganda, he added. Will 
they build the bus and 
ship it there or build a 
prototype here and cause 
it to be reproduced in 
Africa. 

“That’s going to be 
up to their design chal¬ 
lenge,” Berry said. “I 
think their hope is to get 
this bus to Uganda one 
way or the other. We 
know what content we 
need to give them. We 
know what supports we 
need to build in, but in 
terms of what direction 
the project takes will be 
up to the kids.” 

The effort will have 
high school students 
earning several credits 
leading the way, he said. 
The students will get 
combined class credits 
for their work. They 
will get English credits, 
for example, for writing 
about their research and 
their findings. 

Ralph King, a filmmak¬ 
er who produced a PBS 
show called “Extreme by 
Design,” will document 
the students’ effort and 
see where the project 
goes, Berry said. 

In the technol¬ 
ogy realm, Eminence 
schools will continue to 
roll out projects in the 
classrooms, including 
students designing their 
own software for wear¬ 
able tech Google Glass 
and the gaming goggles 
called Oculus Rift. 

“So kids will be 
designing their own 
virtual walkthroughs 
of Eminence’s campus, 
where you could do a 
virtual tour of our school 
facilities and be from a 
school in Germany or 
China or anywhere,” 
Berry said. “Colleges 
have done that, but I’ve 
never seen a high school 
do that.” 

K-12 students will also 
benefit from having auto 
computer aided design 
software and 3D print¬ 
ing equipment available 
to pursuit projects, Berry 
said. This began last year, 
but efforts will be scaled 
up in the new school 
year. 

“I was seeing six-year- 
olds doing auto CAD 
design that I did not 
learn until I was in my 
junior/senior year of 
high school, and I was 
pre-engineering,” he 
said. 

Educators will also 
expand upon getting 


computers to each stu¬ 
dent grades three and 
above, Berry said. This 
year the students will 
have a device at their dis¬ 
posal all day, every day, 
including being able to 
take them home. 

“I don’t know that 
there’s another school 
in Kentucky that sends 
home devices to third 
graders,” Berry said. “I 
think we’re it.” 

A project that will 
facilitate these personal¬ 
ized educational efforts 
and use of technology 
will be the expansion 
called the “Ed Hub,” 
which Berry expects will 
break ground by spring. 

“We’re hopeful to 
be on track for possibly 
breaking ground on 
a 25,000-square-foot 
expansion to the school,” 
Berry said. “This is 13 
new classrooms, a new 
admin, new entrance, ed 
hub and eight laborato¬ 
ries.” 

He described the addi¬ 
tion as a next generation 
learning center that’s 
designed around the 
premise of personalized 
learning and innovation. 
Berry said this will be 
the first major expansion 
for the schools in 60 or 
70 years, since the last 
school burned down. 

“We have a lot of folks 
who are really excited 
about the fact that it’s 
going to change the way 
children learn,” he said. 
“It’s going to change 
the way teachers deliver 
content.” 

The new facility will 
also help relieve crowd¬ 
ing at the school, Berry 
added. With enrollment 
up, Eminence schools 
have added five new 
teaching positions this 
year. 

Eminence has an early 
college program with 
Bellarmine and have 
expanded that to JCPC 
so they can earn up to an 
associates degree, Berry 
said. 

To improve commu¬ 
nications with parents, 
Berry said the schools 
will launch a new web¬ 
site soon with activities, 
reminders and newslet¬ 
ters to better inform par¬ 
ents about what’s going 
on. 

“For a little district, 
we keep hopping pretty 
good,” he said. “We 
want to be the Disney 
World of schools — we 
want kids to enjoy learn¬ 
ing here. We want high 
rigor and kids to be 
engaged.” 

Henry County Public 
Schools 

Students at Henry 
County Public Schools 
start the new year 
Aug. 6, according to 
Superintendent Tim 
Abrams. 

News that parents can 
use about the 2014-15 
school year include a few 
changes to a few school 
division phone numbers. 

Updating the com¬ 
munication system has 


changed a few of the 
school system’s phone 
numbers, though not 
that of the schools or 
central office. 

“The old system, I 
think it was 20 some 
years old and we were 
afraid it was getting 
ready to die,” Abrams 
said. 

New numbers include 
the bus garage 845- 
8624; maintenance 845- 
8620; family resource 
center 845-8622; and 
migrant services 845- 
8623. 

In trying to gain some 
transportation efficien¬ 
cies, there will be minor 
changes to bus routes, 
he said. Family mem¬ 
bers should watch for 
post cards to come from 
Transportation Director 
Kevin Whitt about 
approximate pickup times 
for their children before 
school starts. 

If parents have any 
questions about that, 
they can call Whitt at 
845-8624 or email at 
Kevin. whitt@henry. 
kyschools.us. 

In terms of programs 
that students will benefit 
from, Abrams singled 
out the Leader in Me 
program, based on 
“Seven Habits of Highly 
Effective People,” by 
Stephen Covey. 

This will be the first 
year to implement 
Leader in Me at the high 
and middle schools, after 
the program got started 
in the elementary schools 
last year, Abrams said. All 
staff has been trained in 
the effort to teach these 
effective practices to the 
students. 

“Ultimately, the hope 
is to develop leadership 
skills in all of our stu¬ 
dents by making them 
responsible for their 
learning, being proactive 
in all seven habits,” the 
superintendent said. 

Eastern Elementary is 
looking for members to 
serve on the Community 
Leadership Team to 
help with Leader in Me 
activities and planning a 
Leadership Day in spring, 
Abrams said. Educators 
will offer training in 
each of the seven habits 
during monthly parent- 
teacher organization 
meetings open to the 
community and Eastern 
Elementary parents. 

Students will keep 
“leadership notebooks” 
to keep track of their 
progress and their victo¬ 
ries, Abrams added. 

Henry County high 
students will have more 
opportunities to earn 
college credit by attend¬ 
ing JCTC in Carrollton, 
Abrams said. “It’s excit¬ 
ing for them because 
they’re going to end 
up with a lot of college 
credits at the end of their 
senior year, and that’s in 
addition to all of the col¬ 
lege credits that students 
can still earn at Henry 
County High School.” 

College credit classes 
already range from 
English to math to politi-

cal science and more. 

Henry County educa¬ 
tors are going to contin¬ 
ue to stress career tracks, 
such as the 16 students 
who graduated last year 
as certified nursing assis¬ 
tants. 

At the middle school, 
educators have launched 
self-paced studies for stu¬ 
dents, Abrams said. 

“For some kids, it’s 
real exciting because if 
they’re a student that 
can pick up and learn 
very quickly, they will be 
able to accomplish more 
when they’re in middle 
school,” he said. “And 
for students who struggle 
a little bit that self-pace, 
if they need to go a little 
bit slower, that’s a pos¬ 
sibility as well.” 

In terms of promot¬ 
ing a good environment 
for learning, educators 
have partnered with the 


Kentucky Center for 
School Safety on the 
Safety Tipline Online 
Prevention, or STOP, 
to give people a way to 
report bullying, violence 
or other risky behaviors, 
Abrams said. The website 
is available at www.kycss. 
org/stop. 

School safety audits 
at the middle and high 
schools are planned for 
this year, Abrams said. 

An example of a safety 
item that has arisen in 
the past include the buzz 
in system at the front 
door of each school in 
the county. 

“It has to be our first 
priority to make sure 
our students are safe, so 
we try to do something 
every year to make it 
even more safe for our 
students,” he said. 

One thing that should 
ensure a smooth start to 


the new school year is 
the number of teachers 
retained from last year 
to the upcoming one, 
Abrams said. 

“We probably have our 
smallest turnover in his¬ 
tory for Henry County 
Public Schools. We only 
have seven new teachers 
in the district and that’s 
phenomenal,” he said. “I 
think that stability will 
help us progress.” 

Henry County schools 
on average hires probably 
23 or 24 new teachers 
each year, he said. 

“Great things are hap¬ 
pening in Henry County 
Public Schools,” Abrams 
said. “We look forward 
to working with the 
community, parents and, 
most of all, students to 
make this upcoming year 
the best.”

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What is the ideal forage for horses?

In forage producing 
Henry County, we have 
a lot of Equine farming 
operations, from the one 
or two pasture ornament 
type to some real sizable 
working horse farms. 

But no matter what 
size the operation or the 
type of horse, the ani¬ 
mals need some stored 
feed in the form of hay. 
So, the question I get 
many times is “What 
is the ideal hay for my 
horse?”. The answer is 
not so clear-cut, because 
it depends on a lot of 
factors. 

Dr. Laurie Lawrence, 
UK Equine Specialist, 
has come up with a neat 
way to consider the ‘ideal 
hay’ for your horse, and 
recently published the list 
in the July edition of the 
Progressive Forage Grower. 

The ‘Five C’s’ for 
evaluating horse hay are: 


cleanliness, consistency, 
convenience, composi¬ 
tion, and cost-effective¬ 
ness. Some of these fac¬ 
tors are important to the 
health of the horse, and 
some are more important 
to the horse owner. And 
all must be considered by 
both the buyer of horse 
hay and the producer. 

The following is a 
capsule version of Dr. 
Lawrence’s five C’s for 
horse hay. 

Cleanliness is a must. 
Horses are extremely 
sensitive to breathable 
particles in some hays 
which can cause inflam¬ 


mation of the respiratory 
tract. 

Hay baled at higher 
moisture or having had 
post cutting rainfall is 
more likely to contain 
mold and breathable dust 
particles. Cleanliness 
also pertains to making 
sure hay doesn’t contain 
unwanted or potentially 
poisonous plants. 

Consistency in hay 
may be a larger factor 
in reducing colic than 
we ever imagined. In a 
recent review of studies 
of equine colic, it was 
suggested that a change 
in hay is a greater risk 


factor for colic than a 
change in concentrate 
type. That can mean 
a change in the forage 
species or even in the 
maturity of the same 
forage type. As with 
any ration change, make 
changes gradually to 
allow the horse’s system 
to adjust. 

Convenience doesn’t 
matter to the horse, but 
it sure matters to the 
horse owner. Bale size is 
very important to many 
horse owners, with small 
rectangular bales pre¬ 
ferred because they are 
easier to handle. Some 
horse owners have no 
equipment or limited 
storage, so a good rela¬ 
tionship with a consistent 
hay producer/supplier is 
important. 

Composition of the 
nutrients in the hay must 
be matched to the nutri¬ 


tional requirements of 
the horse. 

The needs of a mature 
horse used for light exer¬ 
cise are dramatically dif¬ 
ferent than the needs of a 
lactating mare or young 
equine athletes. 

How can you tell the 
nutrient composition of 
a hay? While it helps 
to know the maturity 
and species of the hay, 
it really can’t be done 
well without a forage 
test. Hay testing is done 
very economically by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. 

Cost-effectiveness is 
often a big concern for 
the horse owner. It is 
important to note that 
‘cost’ and ‘cost-effective¬ 
ness’ are not always the 
same thing. 

Cost is best thought of 
as the price of a bale of 
hay, while cost-effective¬ 


ness takes into consider¬ 
ation the value of the hay 
in relation to the total 
diet cost. Hays with 
higher nutrient densities 
can certainly be higher 
per bale, but may end up 
being more cost-effective 
than cheaper hay. 

The recent study by 
the Kentucky Horse 
Council and UK found 
the equine industry 
in Henry County and 
the surrounding area 
a healthy agricultural 
enterprise, supplying an 
important portion of rev¬ 
enue to local farms and 
communities. 

Horse owners and 
hay producers/suppli¬ 
ers can both benefit by 
paying attention to Dr. 
Lawrence’s five C’s in 
determining the “ideal” 
hay for the local horse 
population.

Grilling is one of many 
people’s favorite parts of 
summer, but it doesn’t 
always have to involve 
hamburgers, hot dogs 
and barbeque. 

There are plenty of 
creative ways to grill that 
can be healthier for you 
too. 

We all know to be 
healthier we should 
choose healthier foods. 

When grilling, you 
can think beyond the 
staples by preparing more 
nutrient-dense foods on 
the grill. 

You can successfully 
grill a variety of fruits. 
Peaches and pineapples 
both work exceptionally 
well on the grill as they 
can be used with meat 
as a main dish or with 
some cinnamon and low- 
fat whipped topping as a 
dessert. 

Numerous vegetables 
can be grilled including 
zucchini, squash, egg¬ 
plant, tomatoes, onions 


and peppers. Some of 
these you can place right 
on the grill, but for oth¬ 
ers, you might want to 
purchase a grilling bas¬ 
ket. 

These are relatively 
inexpensive and usually 
available at any large gro¬ 
cery or hardware store. 

While grilling fruits 
and veggies may sound 
simple enough, remem¬ 
ber that you can make 
any food healthy or 
unhealthy by the way you 
prepare it. 

Good examples of this 
are fried chicken com¬ 
pared to baked chicken 
and a raw apple versus an 
apple pie. 


Hamburgers, chicken 
and steak are great grill¬ 
ing options, but so are 
fish and pork chops. 

If you’re worried 
about your family turn¬ 
ing up their noses at fish 
that is not breaded, try 
grilling fish they may be 
already used to, like cat¬ 
fish or cod. 

They may end up lik¬ 
ing it more than the fried 
version. 

Many of you are inter¬ 
ested in getting the most 
from your food dollars, 
and you can grill on a 
budget. 

Look for potential 
grilling items on sale at 
the grocery store. When 


you find a good deal, 
buy multiples. Chicken 
and less expensive cuts 
of beef that can be used 
over several meals in 
salads, fajitas and stir fry 
dishes are great grilling 
options. 

When you fire up the 
grill, you can use the 
surplus to prepare all 
your meals for the week 
at once and save yourself 
time during the work¬ 
week. 

And don’t forget 
that a great place to get 
those veggies to grill is 
at the Henry County 
Farmers Market which 
is open on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays at the 
Courthouse Lawn in 
New Castle!

In football Woods used 
his versatile athletic skills 
to play many positions 
over his four-year career. 

The first three years 
of his high school career 
were difficult as the team 
struggled through seasons 
of one, two and one wins, 
respectively. 


Woods saw his senior 
season as a turning point. 

“Our program had 
great success in the mid¬ 
eighties under Anthony 
Hatchell but then we 
really struggled for three 
years,” Woods said. 

“When Chief (John 
Gorrell) came in he began 
to turn the program 
around. There was hope 
on the horizon. I was a 
kid who could see the 
big picture somewhat 
and I understood that I 
was part of football being 
taken seriously again at 
Henry County.” 

In his senior season 
alone Woods played four 
different offensive posi¬ 
tions and two defensive 
positions as the team won 
four games. 

“I loved the game of 
football,” Woods said. 
“Basketball was fun and 
all my good friends played 
and we were more suc¬ 
cessful, but to this day I 
still love football best. I 
love the work ethic, the 
life lessons and the depen¬ 
dency on teammates. I 
think it is the sport, over 
and above, where team¬ 
work is at a premium.” 

Woods was an all-state 
honorable mention selec¬ 
tion in his senior year. 

At Centre College 
Woods was able to use the 
versatility gained in high 
school to get into the 
Colonels starting lineup 
as a freshman. 

Woods was slated to be 
a linebacker or tight end 
at Centre, but injuries to 
two returning defensive 
ends landed Woods at 
that position despite the 
fact that he weighed less 
than 200 pounds and 
stood 6-3. But pound- 
for-pound he might have 
been the strongest player 
on the team and he used 
his speed and strength 
to terrorize quarterbacks

with his pass rushing abil¬ 
ity. 

Woods would go on 
to claim the position as a 
starter for all four seasons 
at Centre. He was named 
to the all-conference team 
for three years and in his 
senior year Woods was 
named the conference 
defensive MVP and a 
Division III All-American 
and Academic All- 
American. 

“I was a much better 
football player in col¬ 
lege than I was in high 
school,” Woods said. 

“But I definitely benefited 
from playing so many dif¬ 
ferent positions in high 
school.” 

After graduation Woods 
returned home to Henry 
County where he began 
a career as a teacher and 
administrator for Henry 
County Public Schools. 

Woods started as an 
English teacher and 
assistant football coach 
for Mark Johnson, who 
had been an assistant to 
Gorrell in Woods’ senior 
season. 

“It always stuck in my 
mind that Chief and Mark 
made the time to come 
to my college football 
games,” Woods said. 

“That made it an easier 
decision to come back 
and teach and coach at 
home.” 

Woods and Johnson 
teamed up to have some 
successful teams together 
before both became 
school administrators. 

Woods became the 
assistant principal at the 
high school from the 
2002-2003 school year 
until the 2007-2008 
school year. In 2008, he 
became the principal of 
the middle school and 
is about to start another 
year in that position. 

Woods, who looks like 
he could still suit up for 
a football or basketball 
team, has worked to stay 
fit over the years. 

He enjoys distance run¬ 
ning and trains in other 
ways to stay fit. For those 
that knew Woods’ disdain 
for running as a younger 
man it is almost comical 
to know that he has run 
in several of the Derby 
Festival races including 
the Derby mini-marathon. 

“I believe in fitness so I 
do a lot of cross training 
- running, weights and 
other kinds of workouts,” 
Woods said. “I hated to 
run in college and high 
school. I never would 
have run for enjoyment or 
competitively back then.” 

Woods is glad he has 
had the opportunity to 
work with lads in the 
community he grew up 
in. 

“Being in Henry 


County, I wouldn’t have 
it any other way,” Woods 
said. “Coming through 
the Henry County School 
system as I grew up, I feel 
I have been allotted all 
the opportunities avail¬ 
able and worked with 
more people that cared 
for me and wanted to see 
me succeed than I could 
count. 

“The coaches I had, 
John Gorrell, Donnie 
Williams, Mark Johnson, 
Jim Ganger, John 
Roberts, Calvin Johnson 
and others, were strong 
role models that held 
high expectations. With 
hard work and dedication, 
a kid from Henry County 
can accomplish anything 
he or she sets his or her 
mind to doing. That was 
always conveyed to me 
and was a message and 
mission that drove me 
to come back to Henry 
County and continues to 
motivate me in my daily 
work almost twenty years 
later.”

Gr tgwoods 

sports@hclocal.com 


Interviewing Zach 
Woods for this week’s 
article was fun because we 
got to go down Memory 
Lane together and discuss 
some of our favorite ath¬ 
letic moments from the 
early 1990’s. 

The problem for me is 
that Memory Lane is no 
longer an easily navigable 
route. I get lost there... a 
lot. For instance, I insisted 
on putting Woods in the 
Class of’91 instead of’92. 
He could remember details 
about playing in Rupp 
Arena. For me most of it 
is lost except for a vague, 
general feeling that it was 
a cool and special moment 
for the team and coaching 
staff. 

I do have one clear 
memory of that game 
in Rupp Arena. Donnie 
Brown was a 5-8 reserve 
on the team who could 
jump out of the gym. 

With Tommy Gaffney out 
with a broken hand Coach 
Donnie Williams started 
Brown and he replaced 
Woods in the center circle 
for the jump ball to open 
the game. 

The 6-5 center from 
Hickman County looked at 
Brown and then his team¬ 
mates and broke out into 
a big grin. The look on 
his face said, “Well, this is 
going to be easy.” 

Brown proceeded to get 
the tip to the chagrin of 
Hickman’s big man. 

But that is the way my 
memory works now. I 
remember a moment like 
that clearly but other more 
important details like the 
fact that Zach got into 
early foul trouble and had 
to sit most of the first half 
are completely gone. 

I had also forgotten that 
he was the man of many 
positions in football his 
senior year. Woods ended 
up starting the first three 
games at quarterback 
before moving to fullback, 
then tailback and finally 
tight end. 

It is a detail that I wish I 
hadn’t forgotten. It is what 
made Woods special to his 
coaches. 

I have the same problem 
with remembering names 
of people I taught or 
coached. I can remember 
more of the folks from the 
90’s, than those from the 
early 2000’s. 

I always wonder when 
someone comes up to me 
and asks, “remember me?” 
if my little white lie will 
work. There is occasionally 
that person who wants me 
to prove it. 

My stock answer is that 
I remember the face if not 
the name. Usually when 
the disappointed former 
student gives me their 
name it triggers a flood of 
memories about the per¬ 
son. 

Please don’t take it 
personally if I forget your 
name. But after 27 years 
and approximately 4,000 
students Memory Lane 
gets a little tricky some¬ 
times. If you give me some 
directions though, I’ll be 
just fine. 
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Woods giving back to his school

Many successful homegrown 
athletes leave Henry County and 
never look back. Zach Woods, 
however, returned home after a 
highly successful academic and 
athletic career at Centre College 
to do what others in the commu¬ 
nity had done for him. 

Woods, who graduated from 
Henry County High School in 
1992, was a two-sport star for 
the Wildcats. He was a four-year 
varsity letterman in football as 
well as being a three-year 
varsity letterman for the 
basketball team. He was 
named the Ross Wallace 
Male Athlete of the Year in 
his junior and senior years. 

Woods was part of the 
first Henry County bas¬ 
ketball team to reach the 
All-A Classic state tour¬ 
nament. He was named 
MVP of the All A Classic 
8 th Region Tournament. 

In the early years of 
the All-A tournament the 
first round of the event 
was played at Rupp Arena 
which was a thrill to many 
small-school players who 
otherwise would have 
never gotten a chance to 
step onto the venerated 
court. 

“It seemed surreal to 
make the state tournament 
but playing in Rupp Arena 
in the first round made it 
even more surreal,” Woods 
said. “We got to go into 
the locker rooms. The 
space behind the goals in a 
big arena made it feel like 
the goals were floating in 
space.” 

The Wildcats had to 
play without starting point 
guard Tommy Gaffney 
and Woods, who was 


known as a physical player, went 
out early with two quick fouls 
against the much taller team 
from Hickman County. Despite 
the setback the Wildcats hung 
tough before falling by seven 
points. 

Woods played in another mem¬ 
orable game for the team in his 
senior season. The Wildcats used 
a slow-down tactic that no one 
saw coming in the first round of 
the district tournament against 
a powerhouse Shelby County 
Rockets team that featured 6-10 
Matt Simons. 


Wildcat head coach Donnie 
Williams came up with a spread 
offense that put Woods at the 
point to draw Simons away 
from the goal. Woods, who was 
never known as a ball-handler, 
was instructed to hold the ball 
out front until Simons got close 
enough for the referee to start 
the five-second count. The 
other players on the team were 
spread in two tandems near the 
half-court line. Shelby County 
was known for playing man-to¬ 
man defense almost exclusively 
in those days. If they came out 


on the other Wildcats, Simons 
would be exposed in a one-on- 
one situation with a much small¬ 
er but much quicker Woods. 

The tactic worked early in 
the game and Shelby County 
was forced to come out of their 
man-to-man defense and play a 
half-court trap defense. That gave 
the Wildcats a chance because of 
their passing and shooting skills. 

The Rockets eventually won 
the game on a controversial play 
at the buzzer when a dropped
